THE LAW REGARDING 
LIQUOR PERMITS TO CLUBS. 

A good deal of misconception seems to exist in regard to 
clubs and club licenses. It does not appear to be generally 
understood, judging by some of the statements that have ap 
peared in the press, that clubs are incorporated by special act 
of the Legislature and that the club charter is in existence 
until it is repealed by the Legislature. A club charter does not 
carry with it the permission to sell liquor to the members, but, 
on the conditions laid down in the Liquor License Ordinance 
being complied with, a club may apply for, and if all is in order, 
receive permission to keep liquor on the premises for the use 
of the members. 

In Edmonton the license fees required to be paid by clubs 
for this privilege is $800 per year. Not all clubs comply with 
the provisions necessary to obtain a permit and some clubs do 
not desire to have liquor on the premises. 

There are eight or ten social clubs operating in the pro- 
vince without the liquor permit. The club constitution and 
rules must be satisfactory to the Attorney General’s depart- 
ment before a permit will be issued and the permit may be sus- 
pended or cancelled at any time by the department. The can- 
cellation of the liquor permit does not in any way prevent the 
club carrying on as a social club without the privilege of sup- 
plying liquor. 

Changes in a club’s constitution must be approved by the 
Attorney General's department, but if everything is in order 
and the changes are approved by the Attorney General’s de- 
partment a club charter may, in the regular way provided by 
the constitution of the club, pass into the hands of persons

STILL PRESSES 

The session of Parliament ended with the same note with 
which it began, and with the same unanswered’ demand 
coming from liberalism.
